Security Police 
Force Czechs To 
Give Up Firearms 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia, Oct. 12. 
(/ P)—A police roundup of private 
firearm s started tonight in Com­ 
m unist - ruled Czechaslovakia, the 
scene of thousands of arrests in 
the last 10 days. 
Communists as well as non-Com - 
m unists were reported required to 
surrender their pistols and hunting 
weapons. Even air rifles were taken 
from non-Com m unists. 
Coincident with the police cam ­ 
paigns, Com m unist pressure devel­ 
oped against the United States In ­ 
form ation Service in Prague. The 
United States Embassy protested 
vainly. 
Arrests continued, though on a 
dim inishing scale. 
Store Owners Missing 
Prague citizens who went shop­ 
ping found the old owners of some 
stores gone and Com m unist-con­ 
trolled national adm inistrators in 
charge. This strengthened reports 
that the roundup w’as aim ed chief­ 
ly at wiping out w hat is left of 
the sm all business and middle class 
here. 
Reliable sources said tha t arrests 
In the provinces outside the capital 
were aimed a t picking up Czechs 
suspected of m embership in an u n ­ 
derground organization. The next 
step, the.se .sourrc.s said, l.s to con­ 
nect this underground 
with 
the 
Roman Catholic Church and t h n 
stage trials. 
These sources said m any of those 
picked up by police were being .sent 
f/O labor camps for two-year terms, 
but can be released after .six m onths 
a t the discretion of government au­ 
thorities. 
Police "Looking Ahead” 
They are being seized under a 
law authorizing im prisonm ent of 
so-called "non-w orkers.” 
The security police are making 
spot inspections in Prague restaur­ 
ants and coffee houses. Patrols jot 
down the nam es of anyone lacking* 
identification cards and work pap­ 
ers, apparently or use in future 
roundups. 
Prague citizens lined up a t police 
stations w ith their weapons in re­ 
sponse to a summons to report 
for revision of firearm s licenses. 
At the stations, however, they said 
they learned the revision m eant 
revocation and they had to leave 
their guns.

Continuance of the coal talks was 
the only hopeful sign in Am erica’s 
darkening economic picture. 
T here’s no hin t of peace in the 
steel strike. 
Philip M urray, president of the 
CIO U nited Steelworkers, m ade a 
nationwide radio broadcast — ap­ 
pealing to the public to back his 
dem ands for free pensions and in ­ 
surance, 
"Best And Final O ffer” 
The offer to renew- John L. Lewis’ 
contract for two more years came 
from northern and western soft coal 
operators. 
F rank Amos, of the Pittsburgh 
Consolidation Coal Company, said 
renewal of the old agreem ent until 
April, 1951, was the operators’ "best 
and final offer.” 
Amos added the operators w-ant 
"unrestricted use of our facilities.” 
T ha t 'S im p ly m eans the operators 
insist LcwLs discard the contract 
clau.se .saying m iners work only when 
willing and ab le. 
The UMW ha.sn'L specilled its ex­ 
act dem ands. B ut Lewis ha.s let It 
be known he wants an increa.se in 
the 20-cent-a-ton paym ents to his 
welfare and pension fund. 
Lewis also has talked about a 
shorter work week w ith no reduc­ 
tion of pay. 
Pensions M ajor Issue 
T he m iners’ w-alkout has Idled 
380,000 soft coal diggers east of the 
Mississippi. They quit after their 
pension and welfare paym ents were 
shut off. 
The steel strike which has idled 
about 450,000 m en resulted after Big 
Steel refushed to pay the entire cost 
of a pension and insurance program. 
The U nited States Steel Corporation 
offered to pay 10 cents an hour — 
but only if workers would contri­ 
bute, too. 
The tw in strikes have resulted in 
layoffs to 55,000 in allied industries. 


Meosure Shorply 
At Odds With Bill 
Adopted By House 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (/?)■—The 
Senate today passed a farm price 
support bill incorporating a sliding 
scale of price props which President 
T rum an is reported to oppose. 
The m easure which the Senate 
finally approved after lengthy de­ 
bate also is sharply a t odds w-ith a 
rival bill passed m onths ago by the 
House. 
The Senate bill, sponsored by Sen. 
Clinton Ander.son (D-NM ), former 
Secretary of Agriculture, provides 
for supporting m ajor crops next 
year at 90 per cent of parity but 
only if they are under production 
or m arketing controls. A fter 1950, 
the support level could range down 
to 75 per cent a t the discretion of 
the Secretary of Agriculture. 
House W ants 90% Supports 
i 
The House bill, on the other ha n d ,: 
calls for continuation through 1950 
of the 90 per cent of parity support.' 
which prevailed throughout the war. 
I 
The parity concept has been the 
basis of federal farm legislation for^ 
m any years. Parity is a price cal­ 
culated to give farm ers a fair re­ 
turn for the things they raise, in 
term s of w hat they have to buy. 
The Senate bill revises tha t for­ 
m ula to take account of the cost of 
hired hands. The result is to give 
slightly higher price levels for farm 
products tha t require a lot of hand 
labor—m eat, milk, tobacco and so 
on—and som ewhat lower levels for 
corn, w heat, cotton and other row 
crop.s. 
The Senate pa.ssed its bill by a 
voice vote.

swept aside the wishes of President 
Trum an and refused to confirm Lc- 
land Olds for a third term as a 
member of the federal pow-er com­ 
mission.

The Need For A Balanced 
Offense And Defense Clear

W A SH IN G T O N , Oct. 12 
W ill an 
atomic bomb explosion hurt you if 
you are a mile away? Commander 
Eugene Tai.mi of the Navy .stirred 
up quite a controversy when he .said 
that, altt;ough not an atom expert, 
lit believed from w’hat he read that 
at a dl.sfHtice o! C.iKK) feet or more 
the bomb wouldn’t injure any'one. 
Exception to this point has been 
taken by Senator McMahon of Con­ 
necticut and R epresentative Holi- 
field of Caliiornia. 
It all depends, however, on what 
object.s intervene between the cen­ 
ter of the bla.st and its outer radius. 
Ur. R , E. Lapp, a nuclear physi­ 
cist who worked on the atomic bomb 
project during the war and was 
former director of the atomic en­ 
ergy committee of the research and 
development board of the National 
M ilitary 
Establishment, has w rit­ 
ten irankly about this. He witnessed 
the Bikini tests and has handled 
A-bomb.s 
He 
covered 
these 
very 
points ir 
hks recent book. “ Must 
W e H ide?" He .says that you don’t 
have to be a mile away—you can 
be only .six feet away and still be 
safe-provided you are underground. 
Il<* decla'c.s! 
“ Prof/'clioii against the fla.sh of 
Hiermal radiatam is easily accomp­ 
lished.” 
Then h^ shows by a diagram what 
is nec&«saiy at different, distances 
from the explosion. At 1,000 feet 
distance. 32 inches of concrete is 
a sufficient protection. At 2,000 feet 
only 20 inches are required, and at 
4.000 feet cniy 6 inches. At 5,000 
feet, he eays, “ no shielding is re­ 
quired.” 
Commander Tatom referred to a 
distance of more than 6,000 feet as 
not requiring shielding. 
Comparison Of Death Tolls 
Dr. Lapp says that more people 
died in Tokyo as a re.sult of the 
conventional bombing and Jir e than 
died at N.agasaki where the A-bomb 
w’as detonated. 
“ Let us consider,” says Dr. Lapp, 
“ what an atomic bomb would do 
midtown M anhattan if it were burst 
over the intersection of 42nd .street 
and Fifth avenue. W e shall explode 
our hypothetical 
bomb 
about 
a 
thousand feet above the street or 
200 feet lielow the tip of the Em- 


pire State Building. We must con­ 
sider three effects of the bomb— 
the flash of heat, the flash of pene­ 
trating 
radiation, 
and 
the 
blast 
wave. 


“ In a city like New York, espe­ 
cially in the midtowm area, the heat 
iln.sh would not be too important, 
lor more fires would probably start 
from secondary origin than from 
direct ignition. 


“ Mo.st significant to the popula­ 
tion 
would 
be 
the 
instantaneous 
burst of gamma rays that w’ould 
flash out iroin the bomb. We be­ 
lieve that thl.« radiation would give 
a lethal dose to a person in the 
open at a di.stance of slightly less 
than one m ilt. . . 


“ Directly under the center of the 
blast, people in the subways would 
be unaffected either by the blast 
or by the radiation. They would be 
perfected safe. 
“ People farther from the center 
of the blast would also be safe If 
they were in the lower floors of 
buildings shielded from the flash 
of radiation. . . 
"Solid earln is not as effective 
as conrrefe in .slopping gamma rays 
but a thickm .s.s of six fe«*t will re­ 
duce even 
the 
inten.sities 
found 
near ground zero to safe values. . . 
moist earth is more eflective than 
dry. . , ordinary building materials 
will not be made dangerously radio­ 
active by exjxjsuie to bomb burst.** 
To Shield .Military Installations 
No nation is going to allow its 
important m ilitary installations to 
be exposed in the atomic age. H it­ 
ler put many of his factories under­ 
ground and it is a fact that his 
submarine bases were built of such 
strong concrete protections as to 
make them absolutely invulnerable 
to any kind of bomb.s in the last 
war. 
The meaning of this in terms of na­ 
tional strategy becomes dear. No 
single weapon can blitz the enemy 
into capitulation—and reliance on 
one weapon that delivers the A- 
nomb cannot assure the destruction 
of industrial 
installations 
under­ 
ground. The need for a balanced 
offense and defense becomes ob­ 
vious.
